Dr. Karen J. Vance Harper, 
Class of 1962, Dean of the 
School of Social Work at 
West Virginia University, has 
been named recipient of the 
Alumni Achievement Award 
for 1993 at Potomac State 
College of West Virginia 
University. Dr. Harper was 
appointed to her current posi- 
tion August 1; she had for- 
merly been associate profes- 
sor and program director of 
the College of Social Work at 
the Ohio State University. 
Her expertise is social admin- 
istration with specialization in 
child welfare. She will be 
honored at the annual Home- 
coming Banquet of the 
Alumni Association Saturday, 
October 16, at the Potomac 
Motel. 

Established in 1975, the 
Alumni Achievement Award 
is made annually to an alum- 
nus or alumna of the College 
who has had a distinguished 
career of exceptional accom- 
plishment. 

Dr. Harper has been recog- 
nized as outstanding in her 
field. She has published wide- 
ly in her field and has made 
national and international 
presentations of scholarly pa- 
pers. She received the Distin- 
guished Teaching Award 
from the College of Social 
Work at OSU in 1979-80 as 
well as the Award for Out- 
standing Service in 1982. 

After graduating from Po- 
tomac State, she earned a 
bachelor of arts degree in 
business administration and 
English from Glenville State 
College (1964). She was 
awarded the master’s degree 
in social work from West 
Virginia University in 1969. 
In 1983 she received not only 
the Ph.D. in social work but

Mrs. Bonnie (Newcome) 
Harvey, retired instructor in 
biology at Potomac State Col- 
lege, has been named the 
1993 recipient of the Distin- 
guished Service Award from 
the College Alumni Associa- 
tion. She will be honored at 
the annual Homecoming 
Banquet, Saturday, October 
16, at the Potomac Motel. 

In making the selection, the 
committee noted that after her 
retirement Mrs. Harvey con- 
tinued to serve Potomac State 
as a member of the Visiting 
Committee and its secretary 
for nine years. 

Mrs. Harvey was closely 
involved with students and 
colleagues during her years of 
service. She was particularly 
active on behalf of the medi- 
cal secretarial students, ar- 
ranging for and taking them 
on field trips to major medi- 
cal centers. She was also one 
of the original planners for 
the Earth Week program 
which has become a notable 
element of the college scene 
each spring. 

Mrs. Harvey was bom near 
Grafton, W.Va., the daughter 
of John Allen and Sallie Mar- 
quess Newcome. The family 
included three brothers. Bon- 
nie was graduated as salutato- 
rian from Grafton High 
School in 1931. 

She earned a degree from 
Fairmont State College in 
physical science and social 
science, graduating in 1935. 
While a student there, she 
was elected to Lambda Delta 
Lambda Honorary, one of the 
first women to achieve that 
distinction, and was also hon- 
ored with membership in 
Kappa Delta Pi teachers hon- 
orary.

Dr. Harper taught English 
in the Garrett Co. (MD) 
school system for one year 
following graduation from 
Glenville. She then became a 
remotivation technician at 
Abilene (TX) State Hospital 
for 1965-66. 

In 1966 she was appointed 
pre-MSW caseworker for the 
West Virginia Department of 
Welfare, remaining there as a 
staff training supervisor until 
1970 when she accepted the 
position of director of the So- 
cial Services Department of 
the Fairmont Clinic Health 
Center, Monongahela Valley 
Association of Health Cen- 
ters, Inc., where she remained 
until 1974. 

She served as assistant pro- 
fessor of social work at West 
Virginia University from 
1974 to 1976 when she be- 
came chair of the Department 
of Social Work of Saginaw 
Valley State College, Divi- 
sion of Public Service, 
Michigan (1976-79). 

Dr. Harper was assistant 
dean of the College of Social 
Work at Ohio State from 
1983 to 1985, assistant pro- 
fessor from 1985 to 1991. She 
was appointed associate pro- 
fessor in 1991 and MSW pro- 
gram director in 1992. 

In addition to her presenta- 
tions of scholarly papers in 
Michigan, Nevada, New 
York, Washington, D.C., Cal- 
ifornia, Virginia, West Vir- 
ginia, and Ohio, she appeared

The Potomac State College 
intercollegiate athletic pro- 
gram enjoyed its most suc- 
cessful season in more than a 
decade, highlighted by the 
baseball team’s winning its 
way to the nationals. The 
Catamounts took second 
place in the National Division 
II Junior College World Se- 
ries held in Millington, Ten- 
nessee in late May. 

The team was guided by 
first-year coach Doug Little 
who was a man of no regrets 
after the Catamounts’ loss to 
top-ranked Massasoit Junior 
College of Brockton, Mas- 
sachusetts by a score of 8-3. 

Little said, "We had an un- 
believable season; that’s all 
you can say. We lost two 
tough games to the number 
one team in the country here 
in the World Series, and we 
have a lot of reason to be 
proud. 

"Our guys dug deep to find 
ways to win to get here and 
earned all three of our victo- 
ries the hard way. But we ran 
out of gas tonight against the 
best team in the country." 

The Cats earned the right 
to go to the World Series by 
winning the Region XX 


championship game, whip- 
ping Dundalk (Md.) Commu- 
nity College 9-4. In the World 
Series they defeated 
Longview of Missouri and 
Lincoln Land Junior College 
in their first two games. 

The team finished the sea- 
son and post-season play with 
a 30-13 record. Several Po- 
tomac State players were 
named to the Region XX 
All-Tournament Team, the 
All-Region XX Team, and 
the All-World Series Team. 

Moorefield High School 
standout Jeff See was named 
as a second team Division II 
All-American by the National 
Junior College Athletic Asso- 
ciation. He also earned a try- 
out for the U.S. Olympic 
baseball team. 

The team was met by the 
mayor Glen Ryan ’50, college 
officials, staff, and students 
upon their return for a recep- 
tion. West Virginia Governor 
Gaston Caperton sent a letter 
of congratulations. 

The Potomac State College 
football team had an out- 
standing season. Under the 
guidance of Head Coach An- 
gelo Luvara, the Catamounts 
won seven straight football 


games, after dropping the first 
two games of the season. 

The Cats lost their first 
game to Montgomery College 
of Rockville, Md., 23-6, fol- 
lowed by defeat from the 
Marshall University JVs, 29- 
13. 

With an 0-2 record, the 
Catamounts picked up the 
pace in the third and fourth 
games by beating the Frost- 
burg State University JVs and 
the James Maaison Universi- 
ty JVs. 

After a week off from sea- 
son play, but a week filled 
with practice, the Catamounts 
were in full stride as they 
smashed the Frostburg JVs 
68-8. The Cats continued 
their winning streak the next 
week against Fork Union Mil- 
itary Academy, in a Monday 
night showdown at Stayman 
Field, 16-13. 

The Saturday after the Fork 
Union game was the Cata- 
mounts’ Homecoming game 
against perennial powerhouse 
and nationally ranked North 
Greenville College. The Cats 
won the Homecoming game, 
16-15. 

The Cats defeated their fi- 
lial 9 ppqi>ents, Steyeng; State 


College, 32-0, and 
Williamson Trade, 28-8. 

The Catamounts were in 
the running for post-season 
play in Chicago’s Soldier 
Field. 

In men’s basketball, Coach 
Gary Liston and his Cats had 
a nationally ranked season 
and earned a trip to the Re- 
gion XX Tournament The 
Cats were ranked as high as 
sixth in the country, and they 
had the NJCAA Division H’s 
highest scoring offense. 

The Catamounts finished 
their season 20-6, including 
victories over Hagerstown 
Junior College, who had 
beaten Division I power Alle- 
gany Community College, 
and regional powers Garrett 
Community College (Md.) 
and Butler (Pa.) Community 
College. 

Dave McKenzie and Dami- 
an Zellous were the two top 
scorers for the Catamounts. 
Zellous’ best game came 
against Dundalk Community 
College when he scored 54 
points, a school record. Zel- 
lous and McKenzie both av- 
eraged 25 points a game for

Athletic Hall of Fame Inducts Three 


O. Thomas Harman ’60, 
Arthur Dale "Swede" Wells 
’35 and Thomas O’Connor 
’46 were inducted into the 
Potomac State College Ath- 
letic Hall of Fame Saturday 
evening, April 3, at the 
Keyser Moose Hall. 

Harman, the first inductee, 
was introduced by fellow 
honoree O’Connor. Harman 
graduated from Keyser High 
School in 1958, where he let- 
tered in football, wrestling, 
and track. He was named 
All-Potomac Valley Confer- 
ence Guard in 1957. 

, He then attended Potomac 
State under Coach Dana G. 
"Horse" Lough, graduating in 
1960 and transferring to 
Shepherd College. While 
there, he was named to the 
Associated Press Small Col- 
lege All American Lineback- 
er in 1961. He graduated in 
1962 and started a career in 
education. He later earned a 
master’s in education from 
the University of Virginia in 
1967. 

Harman started his coach- 
ing career in 1962 at Bruce 
High in Westemport as the 
head coach of both die 
wrestling and track teams. He 
was also an assistant football 
coach. 

Coach Harman then moved 
to Valley High in Lonacon- 
ing, Md. in 1964, where he 
started the football program 
and served as head coach of 
both football and track from 

1964 to 1976. He was also 
head coach of wresding from 

1965 to 1971. 

He earned numerous 
awards while coaching. In 
1964 the Bruce Bull Dogs 
won the Allegany County 
wresding championship. In 
1967 Valley High won the 
Maryland District One 
Wrestling Championship. 

Harman was named - the 
Tri-Valley Football Coach of 
the Year in 1969, and in 1971 
he coached the Valley 
wresding team to an unde- 
feated season, winning the 
Bi-County Championship. He 
also coached Valley to the 
Maryland Class C State 
Championship and won the 
Golden Helmet Award in 
1974. 

After leaving Valley in 
1982 he taught undl 1991 at 
the Allegany County Career 
Center. For 1991-92 he was 
vice principal of Braddock 
Middle School in Cumber- 
land. He is currently serving 
as vice principal at the Alle- 
gany County Career Center. 

"Swede" Wells graduated 
from Wellsburg High School 
in 1927, where he lettered in 
football, baseball, and track. 
He attended Duquesne Uni- 
versity in Pittsburgh, playing 
left tackle.

While at Duquesne Wells 
played against Potomac State 
and tackled All-American 
Ray "Cotton” Mills in the end 
zone for a safety. Duquesne 
won the game 2-0. 

Wells played left tackle for 
Potomac State from 1933 to 
1935 and held the positions of 
center and forward on the 
Catamount basketball team. 

A World War II U.S. Navy 
veteran, he is a member and 
trustee of the Trinity Lutheran 
Church and former council 
member. He is a member of 
the Mineral County Republi- 
can Executive Committee, 
where he chaired the finance 
committee for many years. 
He is a former member of the 
Keyser Lions Club. 

Wells helped to organize a 
group of athletes from the 
early 1930’s to attend Po- 
tomac State alumni functions 
and to support the college’s 
athletic and academic en- 
deavors. 

An avid sportsman and 
conservationist, he was 
founder of the WAKO Hunt- 
ing Club in 1946. This hunt- 
ing organization has over 600 
acres. He is a retired district 
personnel director of the West 
Virginia Department of 
Highways. He was the owner 
and operator of a plumbing 
and heating business in 
Keyser for over 30 years. 

Tom O’Connor graduated 
from Keyser High in 1941, 
lettering in football and track. 
He then joined the military 
and fought in the Pacific The- 
ater during World War II. He 
was a member of the 1341st 
Combat Engineers attached to 
the 7th Army Division for 
three years. 

O’Connor coached foot- 
ball, basketball, and baseball 
from 1950 to 1954 in Nebras- 
ka. He then returned to the 


area, coaching the junior high 
basketball team in Elk Garden 
in 1954-55. He then trans- 
ferred to Ridgeley High 
School and served as coach of 
football, basketball, and track 
from 1955 to 1969. 

His last school for coach- 
ing was Keyser High where 
he was junior high football 
coach. He then became varsi- 
ty basketball coach for four 
years. He was also the first 
golfing coach at Keyser High. 

Throughout his career as 
teacher and coach, O’Connor 
received many honors. He 
was named Keyser High 
School Teacher of the Year in 
1973, where he served as 
chairman of the mathematics 
department. He also served as 
president of the Mineral 
County Classroom Teachers 
Association. 

Other awards included the 
Coca-Cola Helmet Outstand- 
ing Coach of the Year, as 
well as the West Virginia 
Coaches Association Out- 
standing Coach Award. 

While coaching at Ridge- 
ley, he was said to have "...set 
basketball back 40 years." 
This comment came from 
WVU radio announcer Jack 
Fleming, following the Pied- 
mont-Ridgeley basketball 
game which Piedmont won 
10-7. Another accomplish- 
ment of which O’Connor is 
proud is that none of his play- 
ers were ineligible because of 
unsatisfactory grades. 

He has been active in vari- 
ous community organizations. 
He was a member of the 
Keyser City Council for two 
years and of the Mineral 
County Board of Education 
for four years, serving one 
year as president. He has been 
affiliated with the West Vir- 
ginia Coaches All Star Foot- 
ball Classic for seven years.

fulfills criteria for continued 
accreditation, and we must 
provide evaluative evidence 
to affirm this fact." 

The visiting team will be 
on campus for four days in 
late September and will for- 
ward their findings to the 
North Central office in 
Chicago. 

Potomac State has been 
continuously accredited by 
the North Central Association 
since 1926. 


Reynolds Hall, Friend Hall 
and Davis Hall were air-con- 
ditioned as part of an HVAC 
project which commenced 
with the renovation of Memo- 
rial Hall in the spring and 
summer of 1992 and contin- 
ued throughout the academic 
year. The Memorial Hall pro- 
ject also included other major 
renovations. The air-condi- 
tioning project served a 
three-fold purpose, according 
to President Joseph M. Grat- 
to. "First," he said, "with the 
football team back on campus 
at the beginning of August 
and students in general re- 
turning in mid-August, the 
weather is often too hot for 
the students to be comfortable 
in their rooms, which, in turn, 
means that the academic year 
can’t get off to as good a start 
as it should. Second," he con- 
tinued, "the College has been 
hampered in its efforts to 
schedule much summer activ- 
ity. This year we have had 
gifted high school students on 
campus for a math, science 
and technology program, and 
other high school students 
from the Upward Bound Pro- 
gram who studied at Potomac 
State for most of June and Ju- 
ly. This would have been vir- 
tually impossible if we had 
not upgraded the residence 
halls to make them usable in 
the summers. Third, studies 
of the demographic trends in 
West Virginia and Western 
Maryland and Western Penn- 
sylvania reveal a significant 
decrease in the number of 
high school graduates over 
the next ten years. As a 
strategic necessity, Potomac 
State has to be as ready as 
possible to compete for a stu- 
dent pool which may dimin- 
ish by 35-40% over the next 
decade. If we are to prosper 
in the next few years," Gratto 
said, "we have to offer facili- 
ties to the students which are 
the equal of those elsewhere, 
for a price which is still per- 
ceived as a bargain." 

Gratto added that the Col- 
lege also hoped to develop 
other summer activities such 
as conferences, elderhostel 


Student Support Services, a 
Potomac State College pro- 
gram that provides tutoring 
and counseling for low-in- 
come, disabled, or first gener- 
ation college students, has re- 
ceived five more years of 
funding, through 1998, from 
the U.S. Department of Edu- 
cation, according to Project 
Director William M. Letrent. 
The College has received 
$142,683, for 1993-94. 

Only about 700 of more 
than 1,100 grants of this type 
were funded by the Depart- 
ment of Education this year. 


and the like which would 
generate additional revenue. 

While the HVAC project 
was underway, the campus 
was also recabled so that a 
new digital telephone system 
could be installed. Coaxial 
cabling was also installed so 
that the campus could receive 
cable television throughout. 
As a result of this, all resi- 
dence hall rooms now have 
individual telephones and 
television cable outlets. Ini- 
tially the College has operat- 
ed its own limited cable sys- 
tem, although the intention is 
to ultimately connect the 
campus system with the 
commercial one in the area 
and augment that with some 
special programming, includ- 
ing foreign language pro- 
gramming, brought in by 
satellite. Students have the 
opportunity to create and 
broadcast their own programs 
as a result of local access 
channels. In addition, pro- 
grams available on PBS and 
the Learning Channel can 
now be assigned viewing at 
the option of the instructors. 

The new digital telephone 
system provides many fea- 
tures not previously available 
at Potomac State. All faculty, 
most staff, and all residence 
hall students now have voice 
mail, so that messages can be 
left for them at all hours. In 
addition, college voice central 
can simultaneously leave an- 
nouncements on the voice 
mail for every telephone, a 
feature which has proven to 
be particularly useful. 

Since the telephone system 
is entirely digital, the phone 
lines can double as computer 
lines, which can permit the 
networking of computers on 
the campus in virtually any 
conceivable configuration. 
Faculty and staff with proper 
equipment and a need to do 
so can access the College’s 
VAX computer, and through 
it may access WVNET, the 
higher education computer 
network in the state, and 
through WVNET can access 
virtually any major computer 
network. 


and of the successful grant 
proposals, only 10 percent re- 
ceived five years of funding, 
said Letrent. 

The goal of Student Sup- 
port Services (SSS) is to help 
low-income, disabled, and/or 
first-generation college stu- 
dents successfully adjust to 
the Potomac State College 
environment, graduate from 
PSC, and transfer to a four- 
year college. 

Student Support Services 
offers tutoring, personal 
counseling, career guidance, 
study skills instruction, aca- 


A new computer laboratory 
was installed in the Science 
Hall to support mathematics 
and science courses. This is 
the College’s sixth computer 
laboratory. The ratio of one 
computer per six students is 
an exceptionally favorable 
oik, well exceeding the aver- 
age for colleges and universi- 
ties nationally. Discussing 
this. President Gratto said, 
"the ratio takes on real mean- 
ing when you realize that at 
any given time in the day or 
night, we could seat one-sixth 
of our total enrollment at a 
computer. When you consid- 
er, though, that students use 
computers not only in class, 
but to do assignments, you 
can imagine the demand. In 
addition, with our students 
drawn mainly from house- 
holds which are not affluent, 
we can not expect as many of 
our students to have their own 
computers as would be the 
case in some places. 

Other capital investment 
this year "was prosaic, but 
necessary," said Gratto. "We 
did various roof replacements 
and other such projects, and 
we did considerable work at 
Stayman Field to improve the 
drainage, restore the practice 
field to decent condition, de- 
velop a softball field and 
build an outdoor volleyball 
- court. We also commenced a 
project to add a new parking 
lot, which will be usable this 
year, although it won’t be 
paved until next summer." 

The Potomac State College 
Campus Facility Master Plan, 
which will guide develop- 
ment over the next decade or 
more, was approved by the 
Board of Trustees in January. 
This will lead eventually to 
three new buildings and many 
other changes as the campus 
is developed for the next cen- 
tury, but none of this activity 
is programmed for the com- 
ing year. "Immediately up- 
coming work,” said Gratto, 
"would involve some further 
enhancement of the techno- 
logical support base of the 
College and work in response 
to requirements of the Ameri- 
cans with Disabilities Act."

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College Gets Upward Bound Grant 


Potomac State College has 
been awarded $200,000 in 
federal funding to organize 
and implement an Upward 
Bound project. The program, 
a first for the College, started 
last October and will receive 
funding for a three-year cycle 
through September, 1995. 

Upward Bound is one of 
several federally funded pro- 
grams, often referred to as 
TRIO programs, which are 
designed to address the edu- 
cational needs of disadvan- 
taged students. The target 
area for Potomac State are the 
eastern panhandle counties of 


Grant, Hardy, Hampshire, and 
Mineral. 

"The need for an Upward' 
Bound project," said William 
Letrent, campus director, "can 
be easily documented in rela- 
tion to the educational charac- 
teristics of the population liv- 
ing within the State and the 
target area." 

According to 1990 U.S. 
census data, only 66% of 
those 25 years and older liv- 
ing in West Virginia in 1990 
were high school graduates. 
In the target area, the percent- 
ages were: Hampshire 53%; 
Hardy 44%; Grant 45%; and 


Mineral 60%. 

Letrent noted that one fac- 
tor accounting for the low 
levels of educational attain- 
ment in the target area is a 
lack of exposure to a college 
environment. To address spe- 
cific needs, the program of- 
fers a variety of services to 
assist students in generating 
the academic skills and moti- 
vational levels necessary for 
success in higher education. 

The program consists of 
two components: a 30-week 
academic year and a 6-week 
summer session, during 
which students participate in 


classes on several academic 
subjects, tutoring sessions, 
counseling, workshops, as 
well as social and cultural ac- 
tivities. Students in the pro- 
gram receive $40 per month 
during the academic year and 
$60 per month for the sum- 
mer. 

Last year 50 students se- 
lected for the project traveled 
to Potomac State College ev- 
ery other Saturday for the 
above activities. This summer 
25 students lived on campus 
and attended classes and ac- 
tivities during the week. 

Letrent said, "The summer 
component is probably the 


most vital in terms of helping 
students to gain first-hand 
knowledge of what it is like 
to attend college and live ifi a 
residence hall." 

In order to be eligible for 
the program, a student must 
be in grades 9-12, demon- 
strate economic and academic 
need, and be a potential 
first-generation college stu- 
dent, meaning neither of the 
student’s parents have gradu- 
ated from college. 

Krista Timney is assistant 
director, and Amy Murphy,

College Farms May Be Consolidated 


Potomac State needs to 
eventually consolidate its 
farm operation on the farm 
we purchased last year in 
Mineral County," said Presi- 
dent Gratto in a recent discus- 
sion of the various actions in- 
volving the College’s farms. 
"As you will recall," said 
Gratto, "the first step in that 
direction was the purchase of 
the farm we had been renting 
from the County for many 
years. That not only assured 
that the property would re- 
main available to us and not 
otherwise developed, but also 
made it possible for us to in- 
vest in the improvement of 
that property, which was not 
practical as long as we were 
only a tenant there on a year- 
to-year basis. The provision 
by the Board of Trustees of a 
special $350,000 capital allo- 
cation secured that purchase 
and helped us take the neces- 
sary first step." 

The next step was taken 


when Delegate Jerry Mezzat- 
esta of Romney guided legis- 
lation through the W. Va. 
Legislature which authorizes 
the sale of the old college 
farm under certain circum- 
stances, and provides that the 
proceeds realized from any 
such sale must be expended 
on agriculture, horticulture 
and forestry program support 
at Potomac State. "The im- 
portance of this legislation is 
great," says Gratto. "Simply 
stated, we can now sell one 
farm and use the money to 
develop the other. Without 
this legislation, if we consoli- 
dated onto the new farm, the 
old one would just be surplus 
state property. Potomac State 
would neither control its dis- 
posal, nor would the proceeds 
from its sale have been avail- 
able to the College." Gratto 
added that he has been con- 
cerned ever since he came to 
Potomac State in 1987 that 
environmental protection 


concerns, economic devel- 
opment pressures, and the 
possibility of highway by- 
pass construction meant that 
the days when the farm adja- 
cent to the campus could con- 
tinue to support the college 
dairy operation, in particular, 
would likely be numbered. 

This spring, Gratto directed 
that a thorough study of the 
College’s farm operations be 
conducted, to identify as fully 
as possible the costs associat- 
ed with the farm operations 
and to confirm the importance 
of the farms as the practical 
experience laboratory for the 
agriculture and agriculture 
technology programs. "This 
was done" said Gratto, "in or- 
der to develop good data so 
the cost of operating the 
farms can be presented to the 
Board of Trustees as they de- 
velop the funding parameters 
which will govern allocation 
of operating funds to the col- 
leges and universities. The

Board is supposed to consider 
the unique aspects of each in- 
stitution as they allocate 
funds," noted Gratto, "and our 
farm programs are unique and 
valuable to the state, but, un- 
fortunately, not cheap." 

Gratto said the study also 
helped clarify the value of 
consolidating the entire farm 
operation in one place. The 
costs of operation which 
could be significantly altered 
in order to reduce costs over- 
all are personnel-related. 
"Under consolidation," he 
said, "we would need some- 
what less labor. In any given 
year the savings doesn’t look 
like much, but over the long 
haul," he said, "it adds up to a 
very large sum. In addition,” 
Gratto said, "we would save 
on equipment and transporta- 
tion costs, and gain generally 
not only in efficiency, but 
safety as well.” 

Gratto said that the College 
does not currently have the 
financial capacity to effect the 
consolidation on its own. He 
said that consolidation of the 
farm operation was so logical. 


however, that he felt reason-., 
ably confident that the Board 
of Trustees would support the 
idea once they got use to it, 
and that they would perhaps 
either provide some extra 
funding to make it possible 
for the College to proceed, or 
permit Gratto to ask the Leg- 
islature to fund it. Ordinarily, 
Gratto said, an institution is 
not supposed to by-pass the 
Board and pursue the funding 
of projects on its own, and he 
said he certainly would not do 
that unless the Board indicat- 
ed no objection. 

Summing up, Gratto said 
that the strategy of the Col- 
lege was to achieve consoli- 
dation of the farm operation, 
that some preliminary plan- 
ning was underway to facili- 
tate it, and that no time had 
yet been set when this would 
occur. "The time we’ll do it," 
said Gratto, "is when we get 
the money to do it." Gratto 
added that even if the farm 
adjacent to the campus were 
eventually sold, that the Col- 
lege would retain some of the 
land next to the campus for its 
own future expansion.

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PSC Foundation Awards Scholarships 


The Potomac State College 
Foundation, Inc. will make 
over $48,000 available to 63 
students for scholarships and 
awards for 1993-94, accord- 
ing to its president, Glen 
Ryan.

Dr. Louise McNeill Pease, 
poet laureate of the State of 
West Virginia and former 
member of the Potomac State 
faculty, died June 16 at a 
nursing home in Malden, 
WV. She was 82. 

Dr. Pease served on our 
staff two times during her ca- 
reer. She was appointed asso- 
ciate professor of English and 
history in 1959, remaining 
until the spring of 1962. She 
later returned as professor and 
chairperson of the English 
department for 1967-68. 

She received her bachelor’s 
degree from Concord College 
and her master’s from Miami 
(Ohio) University. She earned 
a doctorate in history from 
West Virginia University.
